Walter Kryzcka, of Coleman 
was in a serious condition on 
Monday following a car acci¬ 
dent near Cranbrook on Sun¬ 
day morning. He was rushed to 
the Cranbrook hospital by am¬ 
bulance with both legs broken, 
one of them being a compound 
fracture.

Nay Have Names 
Added To Voters' List 

Voters who have not been 
canvassed by enumerators may 
still have their names added to 
official voters’ lists and become 
eligible to cast ballots in the 
provincial general election, on 
August 17, providing they meet 1 
the necessary qualifications. 

To have their names added to 
the official lists, which are now 
posted, they must make person¬ 
al application to the enumerat¬ 
or in their constituency by the 
end of this week. 

To qualify for having his or 
her name placed on the voters’ 
lists a person must be a British 
subject of the full age of 19 
years on the date of the elec¬ 
tion and have resided in Alberta 
for at least 12 months and in 
the electoral division where the 
voting privilege is sought for at 
least two months.

An inquest in to the cause of 
death was held in Blairmore on 
Monday by order of Coroner W. 
A. McLeod, of Pincher Creek. 
The verdict brought in was 
“Accidental death with no 
blame attached to anyone.”

Are Announced 


OTTAWA. — The federal govern¬ 
ment’s new health grants to ths 
provinces, from the $30,000,000 voted 
by parliament at the last session, 
have been announced by Health Min¬ 
ister Paul Martin. 

The grants, which Prime Minister 
Mackenzie King said in announcing 
the move are intended as a step to¬ 
wards a national health service, were 
worked out mainly on the basis of 
estimated 1947 populations. 

They are topped by the $9,667,979 
which Ontario will receive with Que¬ 
bec next at $8,985,035. British Col¬ 
umbia will get $2,529,153; Saskatche¬ 
wan, $2,001,742; Alberta, $1,968,738; 
Manitoba, $1,805,965; Nova Scotia, 
$1,541,779; New Brunswick, $1,226,- 
1 Prince Edward Island, 

$293,857. 

The largest single type of grant 
is for hospital construction. Divided 

a population basis, it makes $4,- 

,439 available to Ontario. Quebec 
will have $3,842,650; British Colum¬ 
bia, $1,080,745; Saskatchewan, $871,- 
Alberta, $850,932; Manitoba, 
$769,151; Nova Scotia, $642,857; New 
Brunswick, $508,282, and Prince Ed¬ 
ward Island, $97,308. 

This is a “matching grant”, avail¬ 
able if the provinces put up at least 

much money as the federal gov¬ 
ernment. It will be paid for specific 
projects, not in a lump sum. To 
qualify for it hospital construction 
must have begun on or after April 1, 
1948. The cancer grants also must 
be matched. 

The restriction—that new projects 
must be undertaken—applies to the 
other grants. 

The hospital grant will be paid on 
the basis of $1,000 for each new bed 
for acute cases and $1,500 for new 
bed for chronic cases. The amount 
paid from federal funds is not to ex¬ 
ceed one-third of the total cost. 

In the case of hospitals or addi¬ 
tions to them started before April 1, 
the grant can be obtained for con¬ 
struction done after that date. 

The second largest grant is for 
mental health — $4,000,000 rising to 
$7,000,000 a year over a period of 
years. There will be a flat $25,000 
grant to each province and the rest 
divided on basis of populations. 

The government has allocated $3,- 
500,000 for cancer control, again to 
be distributed for specific projects. 

In the case of the $100,000 public 
health research grant, which the an¬ 
nouncement said will not be divided 
provincially, individual projects will 
be submitted to the dominion coun¬ 
cil of health which will recommend 
whether they should be accepted or 
not.

NATIONAL 
HOUSING ACT 


I A regular series of questions and 
answers on house financing and 
construction. f 

Q I intend to build a new 
house but I want to leave the 
upper -floor unfinished. Are 
there any regulations I must 
comply with if I apply for a 
National Housing Act loan? 

A. Yes, you must provide a 
drawing of the future layout 
for the unfinished upper floor 
and you must have a glass area, 
window requirements and floor 
joist sizes to conform to the 
minimum standards laid down 
by Central Mortgage and Hous¬ 
ing Corporation. In addition, 
the staircase leading to the 
upper floor must be completed 
together with the upstairs sub¬ 
flooring. 

Q. Can you give me any idea 
of the most I should spend each 
year in paying off the money 
borrowed to build a house? 

A. Borrowers cannot normally 
afford to spend more than 20 
per cent of their gross income 
on interest, repayment of the 
loan and taxes. And it might 
be added that this general prin¬ 
ciple is taken into consideration 
in the examination of all appli¬ 
cations for N.H.A. loans. 

Q Is the square foot basis a 
fair means of estimating costs, 
of a proposed new house? 

A. Neither the square foot nor 
the cubic foot method is inflal- 
lible as a means of estimating 
costs. Unless you are comparing 
your proposed house with a 
completed house on which de¬ 
finite costs are available, and 
unless the completed house is 
similar in size, accommodation, 
materials, finish, equipment and 
location to the house you pro¬ 
pose to build, you are quite liEt- 
.;>■ to be away out on your esti¬ 
mates.' The only check on the 
cost of construction is to secure 
a definite tender in writing 
from a reliable contractor or 
builder who has figured his 

priof* from a complete set of 

working plans and specifications 
and is prepared to enter into a 
contract for the construction of 
your house for the amount stip¬ 
ulated in his tender. 

Q. Is there any regulation re¬ 
garding the waterproofing of 
foundation walls and basement 
in a house being built and fin¬ 
anced under the N.H.A.? 

A Yes. waterproofing is re¬ 
quired unless you can produce 
satisfactory evidence that it is 
not necessary. Where it is re¬ 
quired ioundation walls must be 
made waterproof by applying a 
coating of coal-tar pitch, or ar. 

membrance to the outside cl 
the walls below grade, or by 
other approved method If your 
basement floor needs to be 
waterproofed, any approved 
method may be used. And aL 
concrete block foundation wails 
enclosing excavated areas must 
also be waterproofed 
Q. I am thinking of applying 
for a National Housing Act loan 
What do I do" 1 Where do I go- 1 
A. The first step is to see or 
write to the branch office oi 
Central Mortgage and Housing 
Corporation in your area or to 
the nearest representative of 
an approved lending institution 
You will be given copies of a 
questionnaire which should be 
filled out in triplicate and for¬ 
warded to one of the lending 



institutes which is prepared 
to make loans in your district. 
If your project seems satisfac¬ 
tory, you will receive the neces¬ 
sary application form. This, too 
should be sent to the lending 
institution and must be accom¬ 
panied by details of the lot on 
which you propse to build, plans 
and specifications of the house , 
and an estimate of the cost of 
the completed project. If you 
are planning to apply for a N. 
H-A. joint loan, it is well to keep 
these three points in mind: (1) 
Plans and specifications must 
be approved before construction 
is started, (2i applicants for 
joint loans must be able to pro¬ 
vide from their own resources 
the amount by which the actual 
cost of the house exceeds the 
loan, and (3i present conditions 
affect both the cost and type of 
construction.

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THE NEED FOR IMPROVED MEDICAL SERVICE for the people who 
live in remote districts of the prairie provinces and the North West Terri¬ 
tories has been frequently pointed out in the press and by others who are 
interested in public health and welfare. Many of the people who live in 
settlements situated far from railway lines and good highways lack ade¬ 
quate medical care in cases of serious illness or accidents, in spite of the 
fact that frequent “mercy flights” are made by the R.C.A.F., and by char¬ 
tered planes. In Saskatchewan, two government-owned air ambulances are 
operated from bases in Regina and Prince Albert, and they do excellent 
work in the areas which they serve. There are many people, however, who 
are of the opinion that there should be a service of this kind, organized by 
the government, for the benefit of all those living in isolated districts in 
the North West.

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CENTRIFUGE TESTS WITH HUMAN GUINEA PIGS 
REVEAL FACTORS TO SAVE JET PILOT LIVES

LOS ANGELES. — Germans sub¬ 
jected monkeys to the centrifugal 
force of their merry-go-rounds. 

Over here, men sit on the edges 
of whirling centrifuges to test anti¬ 
blackout suits, have X-ray pictures 
taken of vital organs at six Gs and 
higher, and otherwise pose as human 
guinea pigs that medical scientists 
may learn what takes place in the 
human organism during conditions 
of spins and sharp turns. 

Largest of these machines is the 
electrical whirler at the University 
of Southern California. In two sec¬ 
onds—count ’em—its 47-foot long 
arm speeds up to 60 miles an hour. 
Human riders zip about the perime¬ 
ter of the room something like liv¬ 
ing comets. 

During the war these G-runs mer¬ 
ited top secrecy, and also were class¬ 
ed as one of the number one priori¬ 
ties by the office of scientific re¬ 
search and development. 

For about three years, the staff 
has worked closely with the aero- 
medical units at Wright Field, the 


is not pooled in the lower extremi¬ 
ties. This permits the heart to pump 
it into the head, thus maintaining 
a supply of oxygen to the brain and 
eye tissues. 

The suit increases the pilot's black¬ 
out tolerance by one and one-half 
Gs and if he tenses and strains, 
three Gs or more are obtained. 
Where he may blackout at four or 
five Gs without the suit, he may 
withstand eight or nine Gs with it. 

When level flight is resumed the 
valve lets the air out of the suit au¬ 
tomatically. On long missions at 
level flight the pilot may inflate his 
suit by hand, which overcomes fa¬ 
tigue by a massaging effect. 

In making the scientific tests the 
human centrifuge is used to obtain, 
, under the controlled conditions of 
j the laboratory, the high Gs produced 
by turns and pullouts of fighter 
planes. The subject to be tested is 
fitted with many types of apparatus, 
giving him the effect of a man from 
Mars.

Action And Results 

The atcion might be compared to 
the effect of a cream separator with 
the centrifugal force forcing blood 
into the feet. This phenomenon may 
also be likened to a rock tied to a 
string and whirled around the head, 
the faster it whirls the heavier the 
rock feels. 

At 10-Gs a 200-pound man weighs 
one ton. At 8-Gs his blood is heav¬ 
ier than molten iron. The heart can¬ 
not pump against this increased 
force or weight. 

Without the suit, the pilot’s vision 
becomes blurred and dim. His senses 
arc dulled and he may ’’blackout” 
or lose all vision. He may even lose 
consciousness for a brief critical pe¬ 
riod during the pull-out or on the, 

turn. Japan Using Arsenal 

However, an ingenious valve auto- 1 
matically lets air into five bladders 
in the suit located at the flyer’s ad- 
domen, thighs and calves. 

The higher the G becomes, the 
greater the air pressure in the blad¬ 
ders and the lower part of the body 
is squeezed to the extent that blood 


It is like lying down, feet out, on 
the edge of a huge merry-go-round 
travelling 40 to 60 miles an hour. 
Acceleration causes blackout similar 
to that in pulling out of a dive 
combat. 

What happens? The heart and 
diaphragm move out of place, the 
lungs crowd with blood. Without 
the G-suit’s protection, the abdomin¬ 
al wall protrudes, heart and 
phragm drop about two inches. 

Acute Problems 
Inflate the suit, the pressure ap¬ 
plied to the abdomen raises the dia¬ 
phragm more than three inches.

Can a pilot handle the stick under 
G-influence as efficiently as in 
mal flight?

The pilot’s judgment, however, 
impaired when gravity pulls. In

In the air, such overcontrol might 
pull the wings off a plane. In nearly 
all cases, the centrifuge-flyers under¬ 
estimate their pull on the stick by 
about the amount contributed by the 
weight under the influence of 
multiple-gravity. 

With the advent of transonic air¬ 
craft and. later supersonic machines, 
negative G and accurate estimates 
of forces applied to controls will pose 
acute problems. However, solutions 
to these, as well .as physiological 
problems, will ccme through continu¬ 
ing rides on the centrifuge.

Dangerous For Polio 

NEW YORK.—How to keep your 
children away from infantile paraly¬ 
sis, as far as this can be done, was 
explained at the first international 
polio conference. 

Home is the most dangerous place. 
If anyone in a home gets the disease, 
or becomes a carrier, the intimate 
association spreads polio faster than 
any other now known way. From a 
polio home the disease spreads most¬ 
ly to homes of intimate friends. 

Schools and camps are not as dan¬ 
gerous, because the contacts between 
children there are not as frequent. 

Dr. Robert Wood, New York Uni¬ 
versity School of Medicine, reported 
that the possible known pathways 
of spread are food, hands, material 
from mouths, utensils and toys, flies 
and sewage.
